In torrible \ iriilonoe, ap- 
poarod in 1218-9; It also came. In 
milder tpna in 1M1-2, and agsln In 
1309. Tho prevalence and severity of 
llio poMili'tieo during thin contnry Is 
ascribed lo tho disturbed conditions of 
tho elements that preceded It. For a 
uiiinlinr of rears Asia and Europe had 
Miil'.Tvd from mighty earthquakes, 
furious tornadoes, riolnnt floods, 
clouds of locusts dnrkoning tho nir 
ami poisoning it with their corrupt- 
ing bodies.

But the havoc 
wrought by tho dlseaso In Englnnd 
w.s terrrMo. It ts said that 109.0T0 
persons di.d in London, nearly GO. 000 
In Nnrwlrh and proportionate numburs 
in other cities. These figures seem In- 
credible, >,ut a recent writer, who has 
spent much timo la tho investigation of 
records, asserts that at least half ol the 
population, or about 2. 500,000 souls, ot 
England perished In the outbreak. The 
ravages of the postllonoe over the rest 
uf the world were no tern terrible. 
Germany Is said to havo lost J.M44M 
victims; Italv, over half tho popula- 
tion. On a moderate calculation, it 
may bo assumed, I hat Ihor* perished 
In Europe during ihe first appearance 
of tho Black Death, fn'.ly So.000,000 
human being. CoticoriUug the Orient 
we hare less reliable records, but 13.- 
000.0 00 sre snid to hare died In China, 
sad 21000,000 in the rest of Alia and 
adjacent islands. The p Ingue also rav 
igeV Northern Africa, but of llscourse 
there llltle Is known. The horrors of 
that dreadful limo was Increased by 
Ihe fearful persecutions vlsllod on the 
Jews, who were accused of having 
caused the pestilence by poisoning tho 
public wclU The people ruso to ex- 
terminate tho hapless moo and killed 
them by flro nnd torture wherever 
found. It Is Impossible for us to con- 
ceive of the artual honor of such times.

,E EXPENSES.

To those who intend or desire to send 
their sons lo college some of tho most 
alportant questions are: How much 
will it oust? What are the necessary 
expenses of a college education? And 
what suai is needed not only to send a 
bov through college, but also to main- 
tain a social equality with his mates? 

At the last commencement of Harv- 
ard University one of the' professors 
undertook to answer theso queries, as 
far as tJint Institution was concerned. 
Ho asked each member of tho senior 
dnSs to write lo him w hat' the collogo 
coorse had cost him. The analysis of 
tho replies received -which comprised 
live-sixths of the class— enabled tho 
jSrufrssor to" lonn a good estimate of 
the sunn spent One-quarter of tho 
ela.S replied that they had spout be- 
tween four hundred ami fix hundred 
dollars a year; another quarter spoilt 
between six hundred and nine hundred 
dollars; little over a quarter sprnt 
twelve hundred dollars ayear, or more. 
The smallest amount spent was four 
hundred dollars; thu largest, over twelve 
hundred dollars. Tty average sum 
spent was about sovon hundred and 
fifty dollars a year. 

It must Be remembered that Iheso 
figures rclato to the largest of our uni- 
versities, ono situated ill a city, and 
close by a yot larger city, where tho 
i dinary expanses of living are much 
higher lima lu thoso colleges which are 
situated in country towns or village*. 
Tho professor who made the stntomouts 
referred to, added: "If your son is 
very economical, ho can llvo at Har- 
vard under six lulndred dollars. If ho 
is able to live closely nnd carefully, he 
may accomplish It by spending between 
six hundred and eight hundred dollars. 
U you wish hi mi to llvo here at ease, 
galuing the many advantages which 
money can purchase, eight hundred to 
ono thousand dollars will be well ex- 
pended." 

Of course, at Harvard, as at many 
other collcgos, tho poor boy who Is a 
bright and assldnons~ seholnr may, by 
gaining scholarships, or taking advant- 
age of tho loan funds, relieve his 
parents to a largo degree of the gost/if 
keeping him in college. It is safe to 
say that a very largo number of tho 
students in tha smaller New Knglaud 
colleges of tho best class, such as 
Amherst, Dartmouth, bowdoin, go 
through thoir coiuso on an expenditure 
of four hundred dollars or less a year. 

Such exponscs as the college foes, 
room rent board and clothing can bo 
easily estimated by any individual 
parent The other expenses of stu- 
dents, stioh as tho cost of membership 
In college soeictios, social demands and 
the extent of pookct money, are tho un- 
certain ones, not so easily determined. 
They nre nocessarily largor in a oity 
liko Now Haven or Boston than in a 
country town liko Amherst or Hanovor 
or Brunswick. 

The professor who has been quoted 
declares that tho college authorities 
can not cheek the extravagances of 
students, or regulate their expenditures 
for them. This must bo done by tho 
parents; and tho best way of doing it 
Is, after paying tlie regular bills for 
tuition, room and board, to giro the 
sou a fixed allowance for clothes and 
all other mattora, "and obligo him to 
stick to It" 

Wliilo this is strictly true at Harvard 
and other very large colleges, It Is not 
so accurately said of tho smaller col- 
leges, where tho supervision of students 
by tho faculty Is moro easily oxorclsod. 
Wo know of cases at souio of the insti- 
tutions where tho number of students 
Is small, In which, without inquisltorlnl 
watchfulness, a tendency to ettravn- 
ganco has been healthily checked. But 
wherever the young man is studying, 
lot tho parent decide what ho can 
afford to give his son; whether ho 
wishes him to live economically, and 
not tako advantago of social opportu

Louisville, Oct 4.— The hotel lob- 
bies of the city were crowded last 
night, aud are lively Ibis morning 
with delegates to the lieulucky Com- 
mercial and Industrial Convention, 
which will bo in session to-day, Oct. 
5 and 6. The conference la in recog- 
nition of the new activity which is 
exhibiting itself In Kentucky and has 
In view the organization of the pub- 
lie spirit of the Stato Into a strong 
representative showing of ita re- 
sources, such as will be of benefit In 
attracting capital hither, and direct 
lug its profitable investment. 

When ex-G»v. Knott called tin 
convention to order delegates were 
present from neai ly every ouc of the 
118 countiea of the State, aud all of 
the important industries of t lie State 
were represented. In hla Bpecch 
opening tho conference, Gov.

Kentucky embraced by far the most 
richly endowed portions of our con- 
tincut. 

Gov. Buckuer took the chair tem- 
porarily, after a short address, being 
followed by Mr. Henry Watterson in 
his addreaa of welcome. 

At the close of Mr. Watteraou's 
apeech the permanent organization 
was effected. Ex-Secretary of State 
James A. Mackenzie, being chosen 
chairman.

Meat From a 1,300 lbs. Steer. 

I fralrla runner.) 
The following will partly answer 
several inquiriea aB to what Is done 
with beef cattle after they reach Chi- 
cago markets, how sold, etc. The 
cost ofsendiug cattle varies with the 
locality aud distance, aud each read- 
er can learn that at his own shipping 
point. His net receipts will be what 
is left after paying freight, yardage 
autl commission. The pike varies 
greatly with the quality. We pro- 
poso iu this talk ttr-conilne tho fig- 
ure" to one particular grade ; to fol- 
low them through all varieties would 
be an endless job, as the prices run 
all tho way from $2 per 100 lbs livo 
weight lor "grass-led Texan*" of COO 
or 700 lbs, tola per 100 lbs for "ex- 
tra beevaja," and f j 10 to 15.40 for a 
few "premium cattle.'' Medium 
good steers ate now selling at about 
$4 per 100 lbs live weight. 

We lake a 1,'IUU Ibe steer aa au ex- 
ample, for which the buyer pays 4 
ceuts per pound, or $52. A fairly fat- 
tened animal of this grade will yield 
about 4 per cent of tallow (52 lb*) 
aud 5 per cent of hido (05 lbs). The 
dressed carcass ranges from 55 to 50 
per cent, according to the condition, 
say an average of 57 per cent, or 57 
lbs of dressed carcass to each 100 lbs 
of live weight. This gives a dressed 
carcass weighing 741 lbs from the 
live weight of 1,300 lbs. The 52 lbs 
of rough tallow at 5 cents, equals 
$2 00. The 05 lbs of hide at 8 cents, 
equals $5 20. The head, tongue aud 
feet will bring 00 to 90 ceuts, say 75 
cents ; or for hide, tallow, etc., $9.00. 
Suppose the butcher takes thia 
amount for killing, dressing, taking 
care of and selling the carcass, aud 
Ids profits. The cascass would cost 
tho retailing butcher $41, or o}i ceuts 
per lb. 

■ Kinds and Amounts op Meats.— 
Hardly two butchers would cut up a 
carcass In exactly the samu way, but 
au average from several Chicago 
butchers gives about the following 
percentage, for the divisions of the 
carcass : Porter House steak, i}4 por 
cent; Sirloin steak, 15 per cent; 
Round steak, 23 per cent; Chuck 
sleak, IS per cent; Rib Boast, 10> B ' 
per cent ; coarse meat, various, 29 
per cent. Apply these figures to the 
741 lbs of dressed carcass from the 
1,300 lbs steer, aud taking present av 
ei »ge charges of retail butchers, we 
have, omitting fractioua :

The Fuller Robbery. 

It will be remembered that some 
time last year a mulatto named John 
Boyd came to thia city with a pocket 
full of money and cut quite a swell 
for a while. He deposited $1,900 in 
the Planters' Bank and bought a 
house aud lot from E*q. H. L. Holt, 
for which ho paid $500 00 
in cash. Suddenly an old gentleinau 
from Tennessee named T. J. Fuller 
appeared on the scene and charged 
Iloyd with having robbed him of the 
money some time before. Boyd wss 
arrested and taken to Jackson and 
$1,300 atill in bank aud the house 
hero were promptly attached and se- 
cured by Fuller. The house and lot 
were sold not long ago aud the aalo 
confirmed by tho Circuit Court. 
Iloyd has been In Jsil at Jackaou ever 
since uulil he was recently releaaed, 
a compromise haviug beeu affected 
with Mr. Vincent, administrator of 
Fuller, who had died in the mean- 
while. Boyd says he received $0,500 
as his share of about $65,000 dug up 
from where it was buried. The 
man who hired him to help rob 
Fuller was the old man's own nephew, 
who had helped to bury the mouey- 
There were other partiea concerned 
iu it, but under the terms or the com- 
promise all bauds were ■.turned loose. 
Boyd had $1,900 of his share recover- 
ed, but he declined to tell what be- 
came of the other $4,600. He is now 
iu the city and from him the above 
facts were learned by a Kknti'C«ian 
representative. He says he Intend* 
to make this his home in the future, 
lie was iu the bauk yesterday Inquir- 
ing about the disposition that had 
been made of the mouey aud when 
he learned that it had been paid to 
Fuller's lawyers by order of the court 
he appeared aatisficd. Boyd did not 
know how much money waa paid 
back under the terms of the com- 
promise.

If the retail butcher does hia own 
killing, he receives whatever addi- 
tional profit there isiu the $9 allowed 
for this work. The prices of meat 
are those paid by the average con- 
sumers In Chicago. Iu Suburban 
tow it*, where there is much compe- 
tition, the porter house steak is sold 
the same as the sirloin, at 10 centa. 
Meat is sold too high to the consumer, 
who now pays slmost as much as 
when the producer was getting $5 to 
$15 per head more than now for his 
cattle. The retail butchers have a 
very dim vlsiou when the papers re. 
norta decline in cattle markets; but 
It ia • rule that doea uot work both 
ways. 

Iu response to our protest against 
the high rates, some butchers claim 
that their rent, ice, delivery wagous 
aud men, loss in trimming, iu meat 
spoiled on their hands, In bad ac- 
counts, etc., leave them a very small 
margin. How then did they live 
when paying $5 to $15 more per car- 
cass? Thu losses are but trifling. 
Most of them weigh the steaks before 
trimming off corners, extra tallow 
aud bone, and oven utilize some of 
this waste. Meat iu danger of spoil- 
ing goes into the "corner" tub.— 
Readers who depend upon the butch- 
er, can with the above figures as a 
general guide, demand a fair rate on 
what they purchase.— Farmers can 
learn from them the advantage of 
doing their own killing. A few

Slain By Hia Beit Friend. 

Laat Sunday about half paat 10 
o'clock a young man about 19 yeara 
of age, named Wilson, accldently shot 
Albert Dinwlddie, a young man 
about 22 yeara of age, killing him in- 
stantly.
